Fellow QRPp'rs: 


This is, admittingly, an extremely unusual kind of posting 
about a "private" business matter. I take this step in 
total frustration with _CQ Magazine_: invoices and personal 
letters to Al Dorhoffer and Richard Ross remain unanswered 
for the past five years. Legal action is out of the question 
because of distance, cost, and the amount involved. I will 
make another attempt at getting some response before making 
a request of the QRPp people who are going to attend Dayton 
this year. 


That request will consist of an appeal to QRPp'rs to 
confront _CQ Magazine_ in the public forum at Dayton 


regarding this matter. 


In brief, _CQ_ stocked and retailed both my JOY OF QRP and 
HISTORY OF QRP. My account with _CQ_ for their payments for 
JOY OF QRP was satisfactorily settled as per normal 
business practice. However, since the last payment for 
HISTORY OF QRP in 1990, _CQ_ has failed to respond to my 
repeated attempts to elicit further payments on an 
outstanding unpaid balance of $1045. I have carried this 
bad debt without charging interest -- a gentleman's 
approach for what I thought was a gentleman's agreement. 
(Since _CQ_ has continued to deliver the magazine to me, I 
suspect that they've decided to give my a life subscription 
and pay me off that way. Unfortunately, that was not the 
deal at the time the books were delivered to _CQ_.) 


Last year I gave copyright permission on this net allowing 
individuals to xerox a personal copy of JOY OF QRP, but I've 
been reluctant to allow mass-xeroxing since that would cut 
into any potential market for a new edition of JOY. It would 
be fatuous to state that if _CQ_ paid its debt, I would be 
in a position to undertake a second edition of JOY -- I still 
have half the edition of HISTORY sitting in my office in 
boxes! But $1045 is about 1/4 the cost of a new edition! I 
am not in a financial position to play games with that kind 
of money. 


So, watch for a later posting as to how this matter has 
either been addressed or not by _CQ_. I will understand 
perfectly well if not a single Dayton QRP'r wishes to get 
involved in this matter. And I have no way of knowing if 
_CQ_ would in the least respond to a group which it has 
decided is a negligible part of the overall subscription 
pool. At least I will know that my message "got thru" Q5.

Tell him to check the 
distance between the both of you--if he worked you with one milliwatt, 
that's good for quite a few thousands of miles per watt, and earnsl you 
BOTH the award (it's given for both sending and receiving, since the 
receiving end does as much or more work!). Good timing, too--I just 
did up an article for the QRP Quarterly, and it might turn into a 
column as well. WA8LCZ recently lamented privately that the QRP ARCI 
doesn't seem to show much official interest in milliwatting, which may 
be as simple of a lack of articles and such being submitted, but I told 
him I'd get off my duff and DO something about it! I dusted off a 

copy of an article I wrote a couple years ago, titled "Watts Are For 
Wimps!", wrote up a little intro, and it will be in the package that I 
send off to the QRP Quarterly in a couple weeks. No guarantee it will 
get into the April issue (and it's no joke), but should be there soon. 
And I give a call for other milliwatters to send in their letters, 
news, tips, whatever; maybe we can get some real milliwatt interest 
going!

On the metal bender, sold under several names: Had one years ago, but 

let it go. Needed one, so I built one, using some scrap oak for the base 
board and the lift board. Recessed hinges outside the area for metal 
bending. Where the metal goes, I installed end-to-end 6" mending plates 

on both boards. Drilled the lifting board for a pair of 3/8" dia 

aluminum rods. Use a 1" wide, 1/8" thick "strap" or flat bar, clamped 
down, as the hold-down piece. I have an assembly on my bench that allows 
lock-down of temporay tools (ones used only once in a while), and the metal 
brake fits that. With a 12" capacity, it works as well as anything I have 
seen under $50. The mending plates and the hold-down bar have a very small 
edge bevel that helps keep the bend from crimping or cracking. It took 
care in building to ensure that it all aligned correctly during a bend, 

but I cannot beat the price, the capacity, or the satisfaction.

I built my Neophyte in a fine wood enclosure and used large, old- 
fashioned knobs that I found at Dayton last year. I put a lot 

of work into it and now I have a radio I am quite proud of. It 
is always funny when people look in the heavy wood cabinet and 
see the tiny 2 inch square circuit board! Lots of room for mods! 


Other stuff I do with my beloved Dremel: 

Drill #63 holes in PC boards (use a slow speed or you WILL break the bit!) 
Grind isolated "islands" on bare copper board for ugly-style circuits. 

Cut long shafts on pots and rotary switches. 

Make square or odd holes in enclosures. 

Shape/smooth/route/cut wood. 

Cut PC board to the proper size before etching. 

Smooth edges of the PC board after etching. 


The Dremel is my favorite hand tool - I would consider it the 
"Swiss Army knife" for the homebrewer. Everyone should have one.

Subject: Tool Time with Tim Taylor...... 


I have a Dremel jig saw with rotary disc sander, that i've had, forever. Its 
great for cutting plexiglas (making a new set of paddles for the Kent key), 
cutting aluminum (for QRP rig chassis, brackets for memory switches for key), 
cutting PVC (for project cases and other goodies that cant be made from wood 
or metal, and lots of other materials. 


Since the blade comes out easily and is only 4 inches long, you can drill a 
hole in a piece of metal, insert the blade thru the hole, reconnect it to the 
Dremel and increase the hole size from 1/4" dia to 4" x 4" to mount a display 
or an S-meter, a QRP watt meter, a speaker. After cutting the paddles out, 
you can sand them fairly smooth on the rotary sander, its good for shaping 
plexiglas.
